SETTLEMENT RUMORED 
FOB NORTH CHINA CRISIS 

PEIPING, Dec. 6. UP) The j 
Rengo (Japanese) news agency re¬ 
ported today it had learned in re- [ 
liable quarters a tentative com¬ 
promise settlement of the North 
China crisis had been reached be¬ 
tween representatives of the Cen¬ 
tral Chinese government and 
North China. 

The. plan was said to he subject j 
to the approval of Maj. (ion 1 
Hayao Tada, commander of the 
Japanese midfary forces in North 
China, and the Nanking govern¬ 
ment. 

Tentative Agreement 

The news agency said it under¬ 
stood the tentative agreement was 
reached between Gen. Ho Ying- 
Ching, war minister of the Nan¬ 
king government, and Hsiao 
Cheng-Ying, aide to Gen. Sung 
Cheh-Yuan. military overlord of j 
Hopeh and Chahar provinces. 

The roar of 17 Japanese air- j 
planes resounded in the ears of : 
Peiping’s populace as darkness fell j 
over another day of extreme un¬ 
certainty in North China.

Death has whetted his appetite for traffic accident victims. 

Last year he snuffed out 53 lives on Orange county highways. This year already 
he has claimed 54, the coroner’s records show. Success has made Death greedy. He 
wants an even greater total—two lives a week instead of one. 

As 1935 draws to a close, Death grows impatient. He is lurking now at every cor¬ 
ner. The careful driver probably will outwit him. But Death knows there will come a 
time—a fatal moment of carelessness—when he can claim his prey. Then he will strike 
swiftly, suddenly, without warning. 

Who will his next victim be? Is it someone you know? 

Death will wait a few days—perhaps a week—to answer that question. In the 
meantime he will gloat over his success for the past 11 months. Look over his record, 
printed below. These are the ones Death has already chosen. 


Ernest Hndrath, 20, Long Beach, killed on the 
Coast highway one and one-half miles east of 
Huntington Beach Jan. 1, when he and the driver 
of another car became confused and crashed 
head-on. 

Scott V. McKinstra, 38. Los Angeles, killed 
Jan. 4 on the Coast highway near Emerald hay. 
His ear struck a wet spot in the highway, skid¬ 
ded, turned over. A fire hydrant crashed through 
the top of the car and pierced his skull. His 
wife also was injured. 

.Mathew C. Bctr.gold, 32. Anaheim, killed Feb 
3, when his car crashed into a pole at Palm 
and Los Angeles streets, Anaheim. 

Katherine Hearn, 25 Fullerton, killed with 
Mr. Bctzgold in the accident on Feb. 3. 

John Gruber, 71, Fullerton, was pushing his 
peanut cart home on the night of Feb. 3. As 
he walked along the street in Fullerton he was 
struck by a car. He died instantly. 

Willard S. Gay, 33, Placentia, killed Feb. 4 
His car skidded, left the road, and crashed into 
a palm tree. The accident occurred on Palm 
road, two miles west of Placentia. 

Mrs. I’na Kubias, 36, Long Beach, was killed 
Feb. 19, while riding in a car driven by her 
husband. The driver of the other car had as- 


sertedly failed to make a boulevard stop at 
West Chapman and Palm road, and crashed into 
the side of the Kubias car. Six others were 
injured in the accident. 

A. R. Burns, 49, died Feb 27 from injuries 
suffered Feb. 14 when the car in which he was 
riding was forced off the Coast highway near 
Laguna Beach by another ear. The car turned 
over, pinning Mr. Bums in the wreckage. 

W. W. Maloney, 80, died in Los Angeles hos¬ 
pital March 15 as the result of injuries sus¬ 
tained the day before, when the car in which 
he was riding was struck by a truck in Hunt¬ 
ington Beach. The driver of the truck failed to 
stop, and was later arrested in Santa Ana. 

Aya Acosta, 29, Huntington Beach, died March 
23 from infection resulting from injuries sus¬ 
tained March 18 when he drove his car off the 
road and into a witch. The accident ocurred 
or. Cannery road, two miles south of Talbert 
road. 

Frances Lowe, 12, and Gerald Lowe, 6, Hunt¬ 
ington Beach, were instantly killed March 24, 
when a car driven by their mother was struck 
by another machine at Los Alamitos and West¬ 
minster boulevards.

SACRAMENTO. Dec. 6. (JP) 
The charge of having misused 
state funds in making personal 
purchases which was filed by As¬ 
semblyman Ivcon M. Donihue, 
chairman of the interim auditing 
committee, against Fred W. Links, 
chief deputy of the state division 
of accounts, was dismissed in po¬ 
lice court today by Justice of the 
Peace Robert Talbot. 

Talbot, sitting as police judge, 
in announcing his decision not to 
hold Links to the superior court 
for trial, said the practice of using 
the state revolving fund to obtain 
discounts allowed to the state, was 
one of long standing and had been 
countenanced by many of the 
higher state officials. 

In every instance where Links 
made purchases. Talbot said, the 
personal check of Links was in 
the state fund before a state check 
had been issued. 

He declared that when the grand 
jury considered the purchases 
Links had made, it refused to in¬ 
dict him, and he asserted it was 
doubtful, if Links was held to the 
superior court, that a trial jury 
of 12 could agree that a felony 
had been committed.

Committee Named 

The board of directors, meeting

work in the water campaign. This I 
1 committee will cooperate with the 
j citizens committee directing the 
general campaign, but will pay 
particular attention to the agri¬ 
cultural aspects of the situation, it 
was said by Roland D. Flaherty, I 
farm bureau secretary. It will j 
compile information on the water i 
! question as it affects agriculture, I 
and distribute it among members 
of the farm bureau. 

Each farm center also will have 
its own committee to work for the 
water program. Mr. Flaherty 
said. 

Eight Center* Approve 

j Prior to the indorsement of the 
program yesterday, each of the 
nine farm centers affiliated with 
' the farm bureau held caucuses 
and eight of them gave approval 
to the project. The vote was un- 
i animous in all but the Tustin 
farm center delegation, where 
there was one vote against the 
j Elliott plan. 

The La Habra farm center 
group present at the meeting was 
in favor of the program, but in¬ 
asmuch as the entire delegation 
| was not present and opinion was 
divided, this group did not vote, 
Mr. Flaherty said. 

Only Two Vole “No”

SLEUTH SAYS 
BRUNO FREE 

Parker Ellis, Famous 
Detective, Certain 
He Is Innocent 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 6. IJP— 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman said to¬ 
day that Ellis Parker, noted Bur¬ 
lington county detective, was 
“under the definite impression that 
Bruno Hauptmann is not the man” 
responsible for the Lindbergh kid- 
nap-murder. 

Attorney General David T. 
Wilentz, chief of the prosecution 
staff at Hauptmann’s trial, would 
not discuss this announcement, but 
George K. Large, an important 
member of the prosecution trial 
staff, remarked: 

“I think the jury and the offi¬ 
cials who worked on the case 
had a better understanding of It 
than those who are now entering 
the ease. 

“I believe It was a just ver¬ 
dict.” 

Called By Moore 

Hoffman said that Parker, who 
is known for his solution of a 
score of baffling crime mysteries, 
had been called into the Lind- 
| bergh case by Gov. A. Harry | 
Moore, who was the state’s chief 
executive when the kidnaping oc¬ 
curred. 

“He’s been working on it ever 
since,” he said. 

The fact that Parker was quiet¬ 
ly conducting an investigation was 
revealed only yesterday, a few 
hours before Hoffman disclosed 
that he had paid a nocturnal visit 
to Hauptmann in his death house 
cell at state prison.

A Shanghai source expressed 
fear that the Japanese, angered 
over the strengthened position of 
the Chinese Central government, 
would use a “manufactured inci¬ 
dent” as an excuse to press the 
autonomy movement to a conclu¬ 
sion. 

(Shanghai officials said negotia¬ 
tions for the autonomy wave 
“turned definitely worse ") 

The statements expressed the 
mingled pleasure and apprehension 
of the Chinese over the declaration 
by Secretary of State Hull calling 
for observance of treaties, and by 
British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Samuel Hoare admonishing Japan 
over North China incidents. 

Public uneasiness in the north 
increased, the swift succession of 
events being viewed generally as 
a prelude to further outbreaks by 
autonomy agitators. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 . (A 3 )— 
Senator George W. Norris, inde¬ 
pendent Republican, today pledged 
his support to President Roose¬ 
velt's re-election, but announced 
that he himself will "not seek re¬ 
nomination.” 

The senator’s carefully phrased 
statement confirmed previous re¬ 
ports of friends that if Norris ran 
next year he would run as an in¬ 
dependent. But the senatorial vet¬ 
eran declined to comment on a 
move in Nebraska to draft him as 
an independent.

U. S. Industries Launch 
Attack After New 
York Sessions 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6. (At—By j 
unanimous action, a large portion 
of American trade and industry 
today had formally aligned itself 
against the New Deal and 
launched an attack on federal eco¬ 
nomic and social policies. 

Several hundred of the nation’s 
foremost business executives, at¬ 
tending the 1935 Congress of 
American Industry, and the Na¬ 
tional Association of Manufactur¬ 
ers’ meeting yesterday ratified 
without dissenting voice a busi¬ 
ness creed of individual freedom 
and enterprise. 

Issuing a platform for 1936, 
built about the assertion that "the 
American system has not failed," 
business lumped its issues into this 
conclusion: 

Need for Change 

“American business recognizes 


"He must keep close ties with 
producing and professional groups 
of great urban communities,” Dr.

DEPRESSION 
DECISION 

Must Decide If Period 
Of Emergency Is Over 
In Kansas Land Suits 


TOPEKA. Kas., Dec. 6. OP) — 
TTip Kansas supreme court may 
decide Saturday if the depression 
is over a point argued in 11 cases 
attacking constitutionality of the 
state's fourth farm mortgage 
moratorium. 

Ownership of hundreds of Kan¬ 
sas farms and ammunition for 
political guns hinge on the de¬ 
cision. 

Opponents of the act. extending 
until Jan. 15, 19.17, the time for re¬ 
demption of land sold under fore¬ 
closure, contended such a law 


could be justified and valid only in j 
a period of economic emergency. 

Contend ‘No Emergency' 
Citing the opinion of the su¬ 
preme court of the United States 
upholding the Minnesota mora¬ 
torium act, they contended the 
emergency no longer exists and 
had ceased before enactment of 
the law last March. 

They asked the court to "take 
judicial notice of the fact that low 
prices for farm products no longer 
obtain x x x that cattle now bring 
12 cents a pound, and hogs 10 and 
11 cents, and corn 80 cents a 
bushel and like prices for other 
farm products as compared with 
the extremely low prices of 1922, 
when the Minnesota act was under 
consideration. That banks are not 
failing. That there are no more 
bank moratoriums, etc." 

Defenders' Arguments 
Defenders of the law asserted 
the economic emergency was not 
over when the act was passed and 
that it still exists. 

"It is obvious,” they told the 
court, “that it doesn’t make much 
difference what the prices of farm 
products are if there are no 
products.”

IF WE DRY UP 

T HE water bonds to be voted upon Dec. 19 have a special 
appeal to Santa Ana residents, chiefly because Santa 
Ana is the principal trade center for a large area of agri¬ 
culture. Without agriculture we perhaps would be a 
pleasant wide spot in the road, but that’s about all. And 
without water there would be no agriculture. That is 
why we need the Prado dam and its incidental features 
of conserving water during the flood periods to be used 
later when there is no rain. 

Figures at the office of the county flood control 
engineer show the water levels in Orange county have 
been steadily lowered for the past 15 years and that there 
has been an average lowering throughout the Santa Ana 
basin of 50 feet in the past 12 years. In some parts of 
the county levels have sunk 150 feet. It would seem 
that we have reached a stage when we must either go 
out of business during the next 10 years or avail our¬ 
selves of the government's offer to make us a gift of

Under pressure of stronge pleas 
from the President, his senate col¬ 
leagues, and thousands of admirers 
in all parts of the country, the vet¬ 
eran Nebraska liberal has recon¬ 
sidered his decision to retire from 
public life. A public announce¬ 
ment to this effect will be made by 
him shortly. 

Since his statement some weeks 
ago that he would not seek an¬ 
other term, Norris has been de¬ 
luged with letters and telegrams 
urging him to carry on. In Ne¬ 
braska, a movement was launched 
to put his name on the ballot 
despite his declaration.

Coolidge promised to have the 
matter investigated to see if a way 
could be found to enable the broth¬ 
er to retain his position.

‘CRITICAL POINT’ 

S ECRETARY OF COMMERCE ROPER told the ship¬ 
ping industry’s conference in New York that the 
American merchant marine is at such a “critical point” 
that government ownership threatens. 

More accurate would be the statement that govern¬ 
ment management and operation threaten. The govern¬ 
ment already has more money tied up in the principal 
shipping companies than have the stockholders. 

The Postoffice Department compiled figures on this 
point during its investigation of ocean mail contracts. 
Its report said: 

“Not only is the government’s ‘investment’ 1.39 times 
the stockholders’ interest in all assets, but the govern¬ 
ment’s fixed lien on certain of the vessels is equivalent to 
60 per cent of the maximum value of all vessels.” 

This would indicate that government ownership is 
substantially more real than Mr. Roper indicated. It is, 
however, a kind of ownership which confers no real au¬ 
thority over the investment. 

Such authority is contained in the Moran bill, intro¬ 
duced at the last session of Congress and vigorously op¬ 
posed by the industry. 

This bill provided for government construction (in 
private yards) and government ownership of the entire 
merchant marine with private operation by charter. If 
no bids were received for charters, the government would 
operate the line itself. 

If the industry acts on Secretary Roper’s suggestion 
to get together on a legislative program for next session, 
we urge that it base its study on the Moran theory.

NOT TO BE KEPT SECRET 

A S LONG as there are human beings who defy the law 
and go get what they want at the point of a gun, the 
newspaper will be obliged to print crime news: and just so 
long, probably, will the argument about that kind of news 
be carried on. 

Crime news makes unpleasant reading. Now and then, 
honest citizens feel that it is news which should be sup¬ 
pressed. And one of the best answers that we have yet 
seen was made recently by Prof. Lowell J. Carr, of the 
sociology department of the University of Michigan, in 
an address before the University Press club at Ann Arbor. 

“The newspapers of America,” says Prof. Carr, “have 
been the greatest single force in arousing the public 
conscience to the menace of crime. Theorists who talk of 
eliminating crime news from our papers simply don’t 
know what they are asking. 

“We are never going to win our fight on cancer by 
shutting our eyes to its prevalence, and we are never 
going to win our fight on crime by suppressing crime 
news,"

of violence are committed with 
them than with all other means 
combined.
